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Masterplan blunder 


could cost £100 


A “FOOLISH” email 
which prompted a 
council leader to resign 
could cost taxpayers 
more than £100,000. 

Ely’s £49,000 Masterplan 
could be torn up and 
restarted, with the appoint¬ 
ment of new consultants, 
after a report cast doubt on 
its legality 

At best, a six-week consultation 
costing £2,000 and using hundreds 
of manpower hours from council 
staff will need to be repeated if 
councillors can agree to salvage 
the plan. 

And if the Masterplan is scrap- 
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ped, 30,000 pre-printed copies of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s quarterly magazine 
giving details of the plan will have 
to be pulped. 

The report by officers at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
highlights possible legal flaws in 
the Masterplan’s creation. 

There are concerns over an 
email from then council leader 
Cllr Brian Ashton advising the 
Masterplan’s author, Dr Nicholas 
Falk, on how land owned by his 
family should be developed. 

In the email, Cllr Ashton stated: 
“Lisle Lane should not include 


leisure”, which officers consider a 
clear conflict of interest as he 
would benefit from any sale of the 
site. 

The Masterplan recommends 
the area should be transformed 
into “high-quality housing” and 
office space, but Cllr Ashton’s 
intervention could be seen to 
prejudice his decision-making. 

At the council’s annual meeting 
last week, Cllr Ashton apologised 
for “foolishly” sending the email 
and resigned as council leader. 
Cllr Fred Brown has been 
appointed leader in his place. 

On Tuesday councillors will 
consider whether the Masterplan, 
which cost £49,000, should be 
scrapped and restarted or if it can 
be salvaged. 


Cllr Ian Allen, who discovered 
the email from Cllr Ashton by 
submitting a Freedom of 
Information request to the 
council, said: “I don’t see how it’s 
possible to distribute the 
magazine to every home in the 
district. 

“The information inside will be 
totally wrong. I don’t know if they 
will refund the money from 
advertisers or print a new run 
with different articles, but it will 
cost taxpayers thousands of 
pounds either way 

“If the Masterplan is thrown 
out on June 3 by the strategic 
development committee, then this 
fiasco will cost well above 
£ 100 , 000 .

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Assault victim to sue ‘Rambo’ attacker 


Blunder could 


THE victim of a “Rambo-style” 
assault is suing his attacker 
because he is unhappy about the 
“soft” sentence he was handed by 
magistrates 

Duncan Waites is taking civil 
action against his former best 
friend, Roger Clarke, who was 
convicted at Ely Magistrates Court 
earlier this month of a frenzied 
revenge attack on Mr Waites. 

Clarke, who had bonded with Mr 
Waites over their love of chickens, 
had lain in wait for him after he 
suspected his pal was having an 


affair with his long-term partner, 
Glenda Godfrey 

After catching the couple 
together in a car in Chapel Street, 
Ely, on February 15, Clarke began 
hitting Mr Waites in the face, 
breaking his cheekbone in a 
revenge attack likened by 
magistrate Hamish Ross as 
“similar to Rambo”. 

But Mr Waites now says the five- 
month suspended sentence 
received by Clarke is not enough. 

He is briefing solicitors about 
mounting a civil action against the 


59 year old for compensation, 
despite already receiving £750 in 
compensation from his attacker. 

He said: “I was absolutely dis¬ 
gusted with this sentence. It was a 
premeditated attack and he should 
get at least 12 months in jail. 

“If magistrates will not hand 
out tough sentences for people like 
him, then I will have to pursue it 
myself. 

“It was a totally unprovoked 
attack. I had no chance to defend 
myself and suffered very badly 

“I still have numbness on one 


side of my face and I’ve been in a 
lot of pain. 

“It’s not about the money -1 am 
going to donate my compensation 
cash to the British Heart 
Foundation - it’s about getting 
justice.” 

Clarke, of Centre Road, Soham, 
who admitted two counts of 
assault occasioning actual bodily 
harm, was ordered to pay Miss 
Godfrey £250 and complete 250 
hours of unpaid work in the 
community

“It has already cost us tens of 
thousands when you take in 
consideration the time of officers, 
which has been wasted carrying out 
the consultation. 

“All this from a Tory group who were 
elected to power promising efficient 
administration of the council.

A report by Jeanette Thompson, the 
council’s head of legal services and 
monitoring officer, into the 
irregularities involving Cllr Ashton 
has officially detailed the allegations 
against him for the first time. 

She said: “Cllr Ashton’s interest in 
the land at Lisle Lane, his apparent 
participation in all meetings where 
Lisle Lane was discussed and directly 
instructing a consultant to change the 
plan and/or associated documents 
gives rise to apparent bias on his part. 

“This could have influenced the 
decision of the consultants and was 
therefore potentially unlawful.”

£37,000 car written 
off by drink-driver 


A HIGH-FLYING sales¬ 
man wrote off his prized 
£37,000 sports car in a 
spectacular crash as he 
attempted to drive home 
from the pub. 

But there was worse to come 
for Lee Desborough after he 
crashed his silver BMW M3 
convertible upside-down into a 
ditch near the A10 roundabout, 
near Ely, on May 10. 

The 37 year old, who was 
driving home to Soham after an 
evening of drinking with a 
friend in Ely, was more than 
twice the legal drink-drive 
limit when breathalysed by 
police at the crash scene. 

He has now been banned 
from driving for 20 months 
after pleading guilty at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court to drink 
driving. Tests showed he had 72 
micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. The limit 
is 35 micrograms. 
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The court heard that the 
driving ban is likely to cost him 
his sales job with computer 
firm Sun Microsystems, for 
whom he travels more than 
20,000 miles a year. 

It could also lead to financial 
ruin for Desborough, who is 
married with three young 
children, as he would struggle 
to pay his £900-a-month mort¬ 
gage repayments. 

His motor insurance will also 
not cover the damage to his 
sports car, which was a write¬ 
off, because he was convicted of 
drink-driving. He spent nearly 
all his savings on the lavish 
motor, which did 0-60mph in 5.2 
seconds. 

But Hamish Ross, presiding 
magistrate, had little sympathy 
for Desborough as he handed 
him a driving ban. 

He said: “It was a deliberate 


risk you took - you were twice 
over the limit. You went into a 
ditch upside-down, so one must 
question the competency of 
your driving. 

“You have a potentially 
glittering career and were a role 
model for others. You were the 
young blade in your business. 

“It may now seem like a house 
of dominos and everything is 
falling down about your ears. 

“But you made the choice. 
This is a message to everyone: if 
you make the wrong choice, you 
must stand up and be counted. 

“You made a decision and you 
will have to accept the conseq¬ 
uences.” 

The defendant had claimed he 
had intended to take a taxi 
home, but could not get one, so 
decided to drive himself instead. 

Desborough, of Hall Street, 
Soham, was handed a £600 fine 
and ordered to pay a £15 victim 
impact surcharge.

MEP backs better 
timeshare rights 

A EURO MP is backing improved 
rights for timeshare buyers. 
Richard Howitt, Labour MEP for 
the eastern region, voted in the 
European Parliament for 
proposals to protect consumers 
when they buy and resell 
timeshare holidays. 

Mr Howitt, said: “Rogue traders 
have changed their practices and 
introduced new schemes which 
get around current timeshare law. 
“It was a key vote to extend the 
right of withdrawal for all 
consumers to 21 days. 

“With people often subjected to 
pressure sales while on holiday, all 
consumers should have the right 
to have time to reflect on any 
purchase once they return home.”

Man honoured 
for facing up 
to armed thief 


A MARCH man has been 
commended by police for his 
part in pursuing a knife- 
wielding shoplifter. 

The incident took place in 
Huntingdon town centre and the 
knifeman was later caught hiding in 
a pub and was jailed for 15 months. 

Barry Pritchard, of March, who 
was working as a security guard at 
the Wilkinson store, has been award¬ 
ed a commendation by Cambridge¬ 
shire’s Chief Constable, Julie 
Spence, along with Andrew Beadle, 
who was at nearby Peacock’s. 

The thief threatened both men 
with his knife as he tried to make his 
escape after being spotted shoplifting 
in Wilkinson’s. 

Mr Pritchard, 42, admits he could 
have been stabbed, but he would not 
have taken on a situation he could 
not have handled. 

“My main concern was to get him 
off the street,” Mr Pritchard said. 

“I didn’t want him going in other 
shops where young ladies might have 
been working.” 

Mr Pritchard said he had seen the 
thief stealing razors on the CCTV 
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system and went after him, raising 
the alert on the town’s radio link. 

“He ran out of the shop and he was 
chased by Mr Beadle from Peacocks 
when he pulled a knife,” Mr Prit¬ 
chard, a Liverpudlian, said. 

He said he continued to chase the 
man who then came at him. 

“He turned around and ran at me 
with the knife. 

“I stopped dead and he came 
towards me waving the knife in my 
face. I backed off and then he ran 
off,” Mr Pritchard said. 

He said the thief ran towards a pub 
and he kept the building under 
observation until the police arrived. 

“I would have expected it to happen 
in Liverpool, but not in Huntingdon,” 
he said. 

He said he had been a security 
worker for more than 20 years and 
had the experience to judge the 
situation, which was a hazard of the 
job.

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Cancer sufferer avoids 
jail over drink driving 


A DRINK-DRIVER who 
crashed his car after 
celebrating good news 
about his cancer treat¬ 
ment has avoided a 
prison sentence. 

Michael Mills had downed 
almost an entire bottle of 
vodka before grabbing a few 
hours’ sleep and setting off to 
work at a butchers in Soham 
on April 18. 

The court heard he was 
almost four times the drink- 
drive limit. 

He ended up crashing into a 
ditch on the A1123, near 
Soham, at 5.15am. 

The 62-year-old was unin¬ 
jured, but police tests showed 
he had 126 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath - the limit is 35. 

Mills, of Kingsmead Park, 
Waterbeach, appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last week 
for sentencing after admitting 
drink-driving at a hearing last 
month. 
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Delia Matthews, prosecu¬ 
ting, said Mills told police 
officers at the crash scene he 
had drunk “four doubles” the 
previous night, about three- 
quarters of a bottle of vodka. 

But Jacqui Baldwin, miti¬ 
gating, said he had only drunk 
so much because he was 
celebrating good news from 
his doctor about his cancer 
treatment. 

She said: “He had been to 
hospital as he has a form of 
malignant cancer. He has 
already had three lumps re¬ 
moved from his neck, but he 
had been told another lump 
was not malignant. This is an 
absolute one-off. He has total 
remorse for his offence.” 

She added Mills was also the 
full-time carer for his wife, 
who has osteoarthritis, while 
his job as a butcher was only a 
volunteer position so he could 
“keep his hand in”. 


Chairman of the bench 
Hamish Ross said: “You are 
lucky you are here today and 
that you did not hurt anyone 
else. At this level, you face 
what could have been a cus¬ 
todial sentence.” 

But he decided to impose a 
community sentence instead, 
handing Mills a 12-month 
supervision order. He was also 
banned from driving for 32 
months. 

There was no fine, but Mills 
must pay £60 court costs. 

A spokesman for road safety 
charity Brake said the case 
highlighted the need to think 
about driving the morning 
after drinking alcohol. 

He said: “There’s no way of 
knowing exactly how long it 
takes to sober up completely 
after drinking, but it’s pro¬ 
bably longer than you think. 

“For example, if you finish 
your fourth pint of normal 
strength beer at 11pm, you 
probably won’t be sober until 
10am the next day”

Extra 210 places set to 
double size of school 


SCHOOL places for an 
extra 560 students are to 
be made available to 
cater for Cambridge¬ 
shire’s booming popula¬ 
tion. 

The Lantern Primary 
School in Ely, has been 
given the go-ahead to 
add an extra 210 places 
which will see it double 
in size over the next two 
years. 

Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council’s Cabinet has 
also approved plans for 
Comberton Village 
College to create a new 


sixth form for 350 
students in 2011. 

Comberton, which 
already has permission 
to manage the third 
primary school to open 
in nearby Cambourne 
next year, will extend its 
upper age limit from 16 
to 19 after the move was 
approved by councillors. 

In Ely, The Lantern’s 
expansion will take 
place on a phased basis, 
with the annual intake 
increasing to 45 this 
September and then to 
60 in 2010. 


Drug user fined &150 


A DRUG user was hit 
with a hefty fine after a 
magistrate accused him 
of “giving society two 
fingers”. 

David Caley, 26, appear¬ 
ed at Ely Magistrates 
Court last Thursday 
where he admitted 
possession of 0.7g of 
cannabis after he was 
stopped by police in Main 
Street, Witchford, on May 
12 . 

But presiding magis¬ 
trate Hamish Ross was 


not impressed with 
Caley’s attitude as the 
court had handed him 
just a £10 fine for the 
same offence two months 
earlier. 

Commenting on his 
casual reoffending, Mr 
Ross said: “You have 
basically given society 
two fingers.” 

Caley, of Westbourne 
Road, Chatteris, was 
fined £150 and ordered to 
pay £175 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge.

TWO charity projects 
benefited when Ely Rotary 
Club held its 19th annual 
cheese and wine lunch in the 
beautiful gardens of Sue 
Ryder Care - The Bishop’s 
Palace. 

Both projects involve 
delivering clean, safe water. 

A water well will be dug in 
Zambia thanks to £700 raised 
by the event. The total cost 
will be £1,400, but Ely Rotary 
Club has obtained a matching 
grant from the Rotary 
Foundation in America. 

The club will also be able to 
give £600 for a supply of 
Filtastraws - personal water 
filtration units - which will be 
placed in Sheiterboxes being 
shipped out to the current 
disaster areas. 


The Filtastraws are an 
invention being promoted by 
the Rotary Club of Brynmawr, 
in Wales. They allow people to 
suck up contaminated water 
through a series of filter 
systems, providing a safe 
supply of drinking water. They 
last a year with average use, 
at a cost of £2.50 each. 

More than 90 guests attended 
the event. 


The International Committee, 
under the chairmanship of 
Rotarian Marion Grant, was 
concerned about the weather 
forecast for several days 
beforehand, where rain was 
predicted for two days before 
Sunday and two days 
afterwards, but it stayed dry 
and sunny. 

A raffle was also held with 
more than 20 prizes, several 


donated by local businesses. 
The committee thanked The 
Boathouse restaurant, the 
Indian Garden restaurant, 
Twentypence Nursery, Tesco, 
Wilkinsons, Grooming Lovely 
of Wilburton, and all who 
kindly gave so generously.

Coroner’s call to 


ground Nimrods 


THE entire RAF fleet of 
Nimrod aircraft has 
never been airworthy 
and should be grounded, 
a coroner has ruled. 

Fourteen servicemen died 
when a Nimrod spy plane 
exploded in mid-air in 
September 2006, minutes after 
undergoing air-to-air refuel¬ 
ling. 

Assistant Deputy Coroner 
for Oxford Andrew Walker 
said the entire fleet, which is 
based at RAF Kinloss in 
Forres, Scotland, was “unsafe 
to fly”. 

“The crew and passengers 
were not to know that this 
aircraft, like every other in the 
Nimrod fleet, was not 
airworthy,” Mr Walker said. 
“What is more, the aircraft 
was in my judgment never 



airworthy from the first 
release to service in 1969.” 

He made the recommen¬ 
dation to ground the fleet until 
a “serious design flaw” was 
rectified as he gave his verdict 
following a three-week inquest 
at Oxford’s Old Assizes. 

But Armed Forces Minister 
Bob Ainsworth has refused to 
agree to the coroner’s recom¬ 
mendation. 


The families of the 14 
servicemen reacted with fury 
at the decision calling it an 
“insult”. 

The explosion was caused by 
fuel leaking into a dry bay and 
igniting on contact with a hot 
air pipe. Fuel couplings should 
not have been in the same 
compartment, the inquest was 
told. 

Following the verdicts Mr 
Ainsworth offered apologies to 
the families, but refused to 
ground the Nimrod fleet. 

He said: “The Nimrod is 
saving lives in operational 
theatres every day.” 

Among the 14 killed was 
Flight Sergeant Gerard Martin 
Bell, a Weapons System Oper¬ 
ator originally from Ely. He 
was a 48-year-old father-of-two.

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Last-minute bid 
to save church 
hall for town 


CAMPAIGNERS 
have made a last- 
ditch bid to save a 
church hall from 
destruction. 

Members of the Soham 
Community Hall Trust 
have urged East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee, which meets next 
Wednesday, to throw out 
plans to turn the derelict 
hall into flats. 

It was the last throw of 
the dice for the cam¬ 
paigners in their long- 
running battle to save the 
St Andrew’s Church Hall 
and preserve it for the 
people of Soham. 

Planning permission 
for Godmanchester-based 
developers, Amber Hous¬ 
ing, to build 13 homes 
there, could mean the 
hall is demolished within 
the next few weeks. 

It follows the £500,000 
sale of the hall by the 
church, whose vicar Tim 
Alban-Jones insisted it 
was too expensive to 
renovate and maintain.

But John Palmer, 
chairman of the com¬ 
munity hall trust, said: “I 
don’t accept it’s a lost 
cause. There are plenty of 
organisations that we can 
ask for support, but I 
don’t think we’ve 
approached them prop¬ 
erly. 

“I understand the sale 
of this property is 
dependant on planning 
permission, so if the 
councillors reject the 
application, then there is 
still hope. 

“That’s why I’ll be 
arguing to keep the hall 
next Wednesday There is 
a desperate need for this 
hall in Soham. 

“If we don’t keep it, we 
will become a dormitory 
town for commuters 
lacking civic life or sense 
of community.” 

But last month, leading 
campaigner Peter Beer 
said: “I think it is now a 
lost battle. There has not 


been an alternative put 
forward and we need to 
accept there is no way to 
stop it. People are not 
happy about losing it, but 
there is not much more 
we can do. Anything else 
is a gesture of protest. 

“We thought we could 
get support from the 
district council, but 
without it we didn’t have 
a leg to stand on.” 

At last week’s East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council annual meeting, 
independent councillor 
Derrick Beckett asked 
why the council had 
withdrawn its support for 
saving the hall - without 
consulting councillors. 

Chief executive John 
Hill explained the sale of 
the hall and lack of 
finance had meant 
support for the hall was 
no longer possible. 

The 1928 building has 
been redundant for about 
10-15 years, only being 
used as a store room for 
an auction house until 
2005.

Hospital parking charges 
net £250,000 in a month 



ADDENBROOKE’S 
Hospital made nearly 
£250,000 from parking 
charges in one month 
after increasing fees 
for patients, visitors 
and staff by up to 36 
per cent. 

The NHS hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge raked in £248,323 
from parking fees in April, 
the first month in which 
increases applied. 

One outraged councillor 
described the figures, 
obtained by our sister paper, 
the Cambridge Evening 
News under the Freedom of 
Information Act, as being 
“against the whole ethos of 
the NHS”. 

If parking income contin¬ 
ues at the same level for the 
rest of the 2008/09 financial 
year, Addenbrooke’s will 
make £2.98 million out of it. 

The foundation trust al¬ 
ready makes more money 
from parking charges than 
any other hospital in the 
UK, bringing in £2.56 million 
in 2007/08. 

Alongside the new char¬ 
ges, April saw the opening of 
the hospital’s new £11.5 mil¬ 
lion multi-storey car park, 
operated under a contract 
between Addenbrooke’s and

private company NCR 

Addenbrooke’s insists all 
money raised by parking 
charges is reinvested in pro¬ 
viding safe car parks and 
without charges, funding for 
patients and staff would be 
diverted to parking. 

But Cllr Geoff Heathcock, 
Liberal Democrat spokes¬ 
man for health on Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, 
said: “In many cases, staff 
and patients have no alter¬ 
native but to bring a vehicle. 
And they are being absolu¬ 
tely fleeced. 

“It goes against the whole 
ethos of the NHS. The hosp¬ 
ital is there to provide a 
service.” 

As a foundation trust, 
Addenbrooke’s owns its 
assets independently of the 
Government and can enter 
into external contracts with 
private companies. 

Cllr Heathcock said: “It is 
an independent hospital, so 
they have free rein to do 
what they like. Nobody, but 
nobody, is in a position to go 
to a Government minister 
and complain.” 

Outpatients at Adden¬ 


brooke’s now pay £3 for one 
day, visitors pay £15 to park 
for more than eight hours 
and staff pay £2 a day 

Of April’s income, £159,344 
came from patients and 
visitors, while £88,979 came 
from staff. 

Michael Summers, vice- 
chairman of the Patients’ 
Association, said: “It really 
is disgraceful that hospitals 
feel they can make money 
out of patients, their fam¬ 
ilies and staff. 


“They pay private comp¬ 
anies vast fees instead of 
organising it in a way that 
savings could be made.” 

An Addenbrooke’s spokes¬ 
man said: “The income gen¬ 
erated from car parking ch¬ 
arges allows us to provide a 
high-quality parking service 
on site for people who really 
need it. 

“All the car parks on site 
are self-funding, which 
means that no money intend¬ 
ed for patient care is spent 
on parking.” 


The spokesman added that 
the hospital has a long-term 
travel plan encouraging the 
use of alternative means of 
transport. 

The News asked Adden¬ 
brooke’s to reveal the value 
of its contract with NCP. But 
the hospital refused to 
release the information, 
saying it could “damage 
good commercial relations 
with the private company” 
and “affect the private 
company’s commercial in¬ 
terests”. 


HUNDREDS of people were 
given spot checks in one day 
as police in Cambridgeshire 
launched a crackdown on 
rogue traders. 

Police and partner 
agencies took to the streets 
of the county in a bid to 
tackle tricksters who prey 
on the vulnerable. 

They stop-checked about 
400 people last Wednesday, 
accompanied by officers 
from trading standards, 
councils, the Environment 
Agency and HM Revenue 
and Customs. 

The move was launched 
to target known “hot-spots” 
for the crime as part of a 
national day of action. 

Cambridge, Ely, Sawston, 
St Neots, St Ives, Hunt¬ 
ingdon, Eye, Wisbech and 
Peterborough were covered 
by Operation Rogue Trader. 

There have been 19 rogue 
trading incidents in the 
county so far this year, 
involving the loss of £50,000. 

No arrests were made 
during the crackdown but 
trading standards offences 
were uncovered, property 
seized and intelligence gath¬ 
ered.

Anger at ‘oppressive’ 
military flightpaths 


NOISE from military 
aircraft flying directly 
over Ely is leaving 
residents with a headache. 

Many readers have contacted 
the Weekly News to complain 
about the “constant drone” of 
planes heading for RAF 
Mildenhall in the past month. 

The base recently switched to 
a flightpath over the historic 
cathedral city due to unusually 
strong easterly winds, which 
stop the planes from using its 
normal westbound flightpaths 
over Bury St Edmunds. 

Residents are now asking mili¬ 
tary chiefs to skirt round the city 
instead, with some claiming the 
planes are flying directly over 
the cathedral in contravention to 
a long-standing agreement. 

Sally McQueen, 42, of Silver 
Street, who contacted the Weekly 
News, said: “It is really quite

oppressive. It’s an inescapable 
dull drone that seems to last all 
day - I’ve heard planes at 5.30am 
and it never seems to stop. 

“It makes me feel a bit sick, 
but you can’t get away from it. 
It’s giving me a real headache 
and I can hear it indoors too.” 

To deal with the recurring 
issue, the military agreed two 
years ago to impose a 2,300ft 
limit on planes flying overhead - 
300ft more than the legal limit 
for built-up areas. 

But calls by the Ely Society for 
an alternative route 1km south 
of the city fell on deaf ears, 
despite representations to the 
Ministry of Defence by South 
Cambridgeshire MP Jim Paice. 

Will Burton, chairman of Ely 
Traders’ Association, said: “It 


goes in cycles. You will see a bit 
of news about some terrorist 
attack, then all of a sudden, 
there’s planes flying overhead. 
They always claim they never fly 
over the cathedral, but I’ve cer¬ 
tainly seen them go very close.” 

Air chiefs said the increased 
air traffic over Ely related to 
repair work at a runway in 
Turkey, which meant many 
flights from the US had been 
diverted for refuelling. 

Squadron Leader Richard 
Fryer, airforce commander at 
RAF Mildenhall, said: “The 
majority of our flights normally 
go nowhere near Ely But if you 
watch the weather reports, the 
winds have been blowing from 
the east. That means we can’t 
use our west-facing airstrip.” 

He added the base had an 
agreement not to fly over Ely 
Cathedral, which he believed 
was being maintained.

AFRICAN a cappella 
sensation Umdumo 
Wesizwe are bringing their 
acclaimed show to Soham 
next week. 

The talented Zimbabwean band 
singers have left behind the 
turmoil of their native country for 
their second European tour and 
will make their debut at Soham’s 
Brook House Hotel on Thursday, 
June 5. 

The group is led by Bulawayo 
baritone, Mqoqi Nkomo, who 
explained how the disastrous 
economic situation under 
Zimbabwe president Robert 
Mugabe had forced the group to 
travel abroad. 

He said: “People back home 
appreciate our music, but when it 
comes to CD sales the picture is 
not as pretty, maybe this is down 
to the economic conditions. 

“Our sales in the UK especially 
on our first tour were very 
encouraging and there were 
weeks when we sold over 500 
CDs in just a week, compared to 
Zimbabwe where it may take so 
much as six months to sell just 
five CDs.” 

Their music is based on the 
traditional isicathamiya style of 


singing, which has its origins in 
the South African gold mines, 
and has seen the group play to 
full houses across the UK, 
including performances at the 
Edinburgh Fringe Festival.

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Send off change of address cards. 

■ □ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

New measures may have little impact 


THE Government’s 
proposals to cut the speed 
limit of urban streets to 
20mph are a step in the 
right direction - but still 
won’t stop the majority of 
drivers who break road 
laws. 

That’s the reaction of 
Andrew McGavin, the 
founder of Better 
DrivingPlease.com, a 
website set up for anyone to 
report bad driving they see 
on roads. 

BetterDrivingPlease has 
received 12,500 reports so 
far. Andrew says new laws 
such as this are good only if 


they are capable of being 
actively policed. 

He said: “There is an 
underclass of motorists 
who genuinely don’t fear 
being caught breaking 
traffic laws. 

“They know there aren’t 
enough traffic police to 
catch them speeding, 
driving dangerously or 
using a handheld mobile. 
They’re prepared to risk 
driving without insurance. 
And they don’t fear 
cameras because they can 
swap or alter their number 
plates. 

“Setting a new limit of 


20mph will only slow down 
law-abiding drivers. The 
real answer is to quadruple 
efforts to catch and 
prosecute the persistent 
offenders, such as some of 
those reported to Better 
Dri vingPlease. com. ” 

Andrew has evidence of 
what little effect the 
introduction of new road 
laws has had. 

Fifteen months ago the 
law for using a handheld 
mobile phone changed 
(February 27, 2007), 

increasing the penalty for 
being caught to £60 and 
three points. 


Yet since then reports of 
drivers flouting the law 
received by 

BetterDrivingPlease.com 
have increased, and 
currently stand at 2,700. 
Andrew added: “The 
Government needs to look 
at what is actually 
happening on our roads and 
revamp their overall 
enforcement policy, rather 
than introduce new laws 
which will just be ignored. 

“The law is becoming law 
for the law-abiding, to be 
ignored by the ‘motoring 
underclass’.”

Range Rover Sport hits the spot 


I’LL be honest - as a rule I 
don’t like big heavy cars. 

But the Range Rover Sport 
TDV8 is a bit different. For a start 
it just looks so good for a 4x4, 
sitting menacingly on sporty 20- 
inch rims.

something very compelling. 

With the windows up it is nigh 
on impossible to detect any rattly 
noises coming from the engine, 
and refinement and smoothness 
are out of this world. It comes as 
no surprise that Land Rover has 
tuned the exhaust system to all 
but eliminate the usual diesel 
sounds. It actually sounds like a 
large and refined petrol unit. 

The 3.6-litre V8 features two 
variable geometry turbochargers 
and a pair of intercoolers, which 
helps the engine to produce 
272bhp and a mammoth maximum 
torque figure of 4721b ft. I 
wouldn’t normally gush on about 
numbers but these are significant; 
the TDV8 producing 521b ft more 
than the current Range Rover 
daddy, the supercharged V8 petrol. 

Unless you have the deepest of 
pockets the diesel is the no- 
brainer, because while the 
supercharged petrol Sport will 
struggle to achieve 15mpg, the 
TDV8 will return more than 
25mpg day in, day out. 

Despite the spacious interior, 
the Sport is based on the

Discovery3 platform, so it is 
smaller than the Range Rover, and 
certainly feels more nimble. The 
sports leather seats provide plenty 
of lateral support and hug your 
body though the corners, which is 
vital as the Sport is surprisingly 
good at cornering. A 4x4 that is 
fun to drive? Most definitely yes, 
thanks in no small part to a tuned 
monocoque chassis with double 
wishbone suspension. Even the 
steering provides acceptable 
feedback, with a different, quicker 
rack. It’s under braking that you 
feel how heavy the car is, but the 
huge Brembo-developed discs 
soon slow your momentum. 

Although very few of these will 


ever go far off-road, the Sport 
comes equipped with Terrain 
Response, an electronic traction 
control system that allows you to 
choose between five settings to 
suit the topography, from smooth 
tarmac to boggy quagmire.

Sayers relishes 
Olympic date! 



GOLDIE Sayers was among 
the special guests, including 
Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown, who visited the 
Olympic site in east London 
last week to see how 
preparations for the 2012 
Games were coming along. 

The Ely-based javelin thrower was 
joined by fellow British athlete 
Chris Tomlinson, Mr Brown’s wife 
Sarah and the Chairman of the 
2012 committee Lord Sebastian Coe 
on the third and final day of the 
International Olympic Committee’s 
inspection as building work for 
the new stadium began three 
months early 

And Sayers, who is now focusing 
on the Norwich Union Beijing 
Trials & AAA Championships in 
Birmingham in July, where she will 
try to qualify for the Beijing Games 
this August, was impressed with 
what she saw in the capital. 

She said: “I can’t tell you how 


excited I am about the Games 
in 2012. 

“I honestly think it is going to be 
the best Games ever, not just 
because of the sporting element, but 
also because the cultural aspect will 
be fantastic. London is the best city 
in the world - it’s so diverse.” 

The 25 year old, who has already 
this season launched the javelin out 
to 63.65m, the second longest throw 
of her career and a mark which is 
comfortably over the 60.50m 
required to earn a spot in the Far 
East, sits on the Olympic Stadium 
Advisory Panel to offer an athlete’s 
point of view. 

She added: “I know the level of 
detail that goes into creating an 
Olympic Stadium. 

“As an athlete it is so important 
that the areas that don’t get seen by 
the spectators are properly planned. 

“There is real excitement among 
the athletes about the Games in 
2012, especially the younger 
guys - we feel like it is our Games.”
